Brown admitted that he had been 
drunk and said he took his first drink 
in the state capitol, but he denied that 
he had created any disorder in the sa- 
loon. W. Woods White was an at- 
tendant at the trial, 

Wan Arrested Twice. 

Brown was first arrested on Mon- 
day, November 5, in Turner’s saloon 
and after being locked up he was al- 
lowed to go on cash bond of $3.75. When 
Turner stated to the recorder that there 
had been great disorder, the recorder 
ordered Brown rearrested. The trial 
did not come up until Tuesday after- 
noon. : 

In opening the case Attorney Felder 
said: 

“Mr. Brown did drink and he was 
induced to do so to keep him from 
the legislature while the prohibition 
bills were up, but the scheme failed. He 
denies that he created any disorder.” 

Turner’s testimony was as follows: 

‘Brown had been in my saloon sev- 
eral times drinking. When he came 
in that Monday afternoon he was still 
drinking and he wanted to buy two 
bottles of beer on credit. He found 26 
cents with which he paid for the beer.

London, November  23.—Instead of 
declaring a general blockade of Greek 
ports, the allies, according to a state- 
ment issued by the British foreign of- 
fice today, have withdrawn or threat- 
ened to withdraw. special privileges 
that Greek commerce has enjoyed since 
the war's outbreak. 

The nature of these special privileges 
is not specifically stated, but as an 
example, Greece has been allowed to 
draw her supplies of coal om Welsh 
collieries. To do this Greek merchants 
required special permits, as the export 
Jof coal from the British Isles is al- 
lowed only under a special license. 

There aré many other commodities 
whose export is permitted only to cer- 
tain countries. Invariably when or- 
ders have been issued against the ex- 
port of these Greece has been excepted. 
Now, unless she concedes the allies’ 
demands for safety of their troops in 
the Balkans, Greece will be struck off 
the list of countries that have these 
privileges. 

This less vigorous attitude on the 
part of the allied governments has 
caused some dissatisfaction, but it has 
eased the situation, and the belief now 
prevails that Greece, impressed by 
Lord Kitchener's visit and the threat

ANOTHER FIGHT LOOMING ON

„And, furthermore, all does not seem to be 
well yet with the Western and Atlantic com- 
mission bill. Following the action of the 
senate Western and Atlantic committee yes- 
terday afternoon in amending the house bill 
so as to change the formation of the com- 
mission agreed upon by the house, it appears 
that the hause may refuse to consent to 
such “a change. 

The final action of the house was to amend 
the bill so as to create a commission con- 
sisting of the gevernor, the chairman of the 
railroad commission and à third member, to 
be selected by these two.

That this was exactly what the house 
intended, and nothing else, was shown con- 
clusively when the movement to reconsider 
the bill Monday morning failed. 

The senate committee Tuesday afternoon 
not only changed the form of the commission 
and abolished the aiSgetor, but weht so far as 
to name the members of the commission. 

House members were free in stating Tues- 
day night that the house would balk at this 
action and would hold out for the bill as 
passed by them in so far as it affects the 
form of the commission. This position by 
those members appears to be supported by 
the past action of the house. 

This stand of the house, if the senate sup- 
ports its committee report, will throw this 
bill into conference, with prospects. of con- 
siderable more of a fight than is likely to 
turn up in the conference on the appropria- 
tions bill.

In connection with the campaign being 
waged by the Anti-Tuberculosis association, 
co-operating with the Red, Cross Christmas 
Seal commission, a story has come to light 
of a case of distress that was relieved recent- 
ly in one of the city’s mill districts by the 
prompt attention of a visiting nurse of the 
association. | : 
The mother of three children, who lived in 
destitute circumstances on the outskirts of 
the settlement district, was informed by a 
physician that her ailment was tuberculosis. 
Ignorant of the nature of the malady, the 
father, a day laborer, became stricken with 
the fear that the disease would spread to the 
children. ‘ 

The mother, eonsequently, was shunned 
as a leper. She was isolated in the small 
home, and, at times, virtually imprisoned. 
The children were net allowed to come in 
contact with her; two of them were hardly 
out of their infancy, and the father enforced 
this rule with frequent show of brutality, 
it is said. 

The home was in an alarming state of 
demoralization when it was brought to the 
notice of a visiting nurse of the Anti-Tuber- 
culosis association, who made an investiga- 
tion. She allayed the fears of the father by 
enlightening him as to the care of con- 
sumptive patients, installed a sleeping porch, 
kept the mother under her constant observa- 
tion and now has her on the highway to re- 
covery.
